Mr. Doyle, Baltinglass, proposed, and Mr. 
Sheehan, Limerick, stconded the following ro-

“That thie Convention of Ratepayers deem 
it essential to the esablishment of a sound legis- 
lative and administrative authority that all uni- 
formed men should refrain from teking any part 
in the coming elections. The duties of our 
Army and Police Forces ere primarily the pro- 
tection of life and property, and we maintain 
that these can only be fulfilled by an attitude 
of strict neutralify on the part of our uni- 
formed forces, and that copies of above resoly- 
tion: be sent to the leaders of both parties.”

FOUR ACTIONS TRIED. 


Lord Anderson gave judgment in Edinburgh 
yesterday in four actions for damages arising 
out of the loss of the Laird Line steamer 
“Rowan” Jast October. 

While bound from Glasgow to Dublin, the 
“Rowan” came into collision off Corsewall 
Point, Wigtonshire, with the United Statcs 
Shipping Board’s vessel, “West Camak,”  Fif- 
teen minutes later, the Clan Line steamer “Clan 
Malcolm ” collided with the “ Rówan,” which 
sank almost immediately, there being con- 
siderable loss of life. 

Lord Anderson held that the first collision wag 
due to the negligence of those in eharge of the 
“ Rowan.” 

- Adjourning’ the action by the owners of the 
“West Camak ” to enable them to prove the 
damage sustained by their vessel, his lordship 
absolved the “ West Camak” from al! blame, 
and found in favour of that vessel's owners with 
costs. in the action brought against them by 
the “ Rowan's ” owners. } 

In regard to the second collision, Lord Ander- 
son held that both the “Rowan' and the “Clan 
Malcolm” were @t fault, and that the latter 
ship was responsible to the extent of two-thirds 
of the joint lors, and the ““Rowan’’ for one-third. 
His lordship was @atisfied that the “Rowan” 
was salvahle before she was stryck by ihe 
“Clan Malealm,” and that but for the second 
collision, there would have been no Ioss of life.

SEVERAL CASUALTIES 


There was an alarming outburst of rifle 
and revolvey fire im Dublin last night soon 
after midnight. It was particularly heavy 
in the centre of the city, especially in the 
neighbourhood of O’Connell Bridge and 
along the quays. 

Later in the morning. it was reported 
that four or five persons had been 
wounded, The first outburst lasted for 
twenty minutes, when it died down,. and 
only an occasional shot was heard. 


PROLONGED. VOLLEYS.

MOTOR CHÁSED BY ARMOURED 
CAR. 

Firing broke out again before 12.30 a.m., and 
continued at intervals for upwards of an hour. 

The reason for the firing is not at present 

known, although various accounts were given 
by people who were on the streets. Ono ex- 
planation is that shots were discharged at a 
lorry containing members of the I.R.A. which 
was passing across O’Conell Bridge, and that 
the soldiers in it returned the fire. 
“At midnight the first volley, which appeared 
to come from en quay, caused considerable 
alarm among people who were then in the 
streets. Those Who were in Sackville street, 
Westmoreland street, and the adjoining 
thoroughfares ran for shelter, and screams 
were heard. It seemed as if the firing was a 
signal for outbreaks in other parts of the city, 
and the din was reminiscent of the outbursts 
with which Dublin was familiar just before the 
truco in July last. 

An armoured.car challenged a party 
open motor car near Nelson Pillar. The motor 
car was driven quickly along North Earl street 
towards Amiens street, and machine-gun fire, 
according to an eye-witness, was opened on it 
from the armoured car. ' 

So far as can be gathered, firing took place 
in North King street, Halston street, and in 
the area surrounding Green street, and a 
deafening explosion, said to have been caused 
by a bomb, was heard in this quarter, In 
Abbey street, also, shots were fired. ' 

Lorrics containing members of the 1.R.A. 
patrolled the streets during the early hours ot 
this morning, and stopped vehicular traffic and 
pedestrians for examinat(ion. 

Later in the morning the ambulance was 
called to Crown Alley, where the Telephone 
Exchange is situated, and found a soldier of 
the Irish Republican Army wounded in the 
thigh. They took him to Mercer's Hospital. 
The Exchange is guarded by members of the 
I.R.A. Apparently it, was under. fire, 

A lorry, which was followed by an armoured 
car in Sackville street, brought a priest to 
Jervis street Hospital to attend a wounded 
man. lt is reported that a third man was 
wounded in Rutland square.* 

At about 12.20 a.m. Commandant Dalton, 
Chief Liaison Officer for Ireland, while coming 
ont of a building in Sackville street, was fired 
at, by men in a doorway on the opposite side 
of the street. He was not hit, and walke 
to Rutland square, where he entered a motor 
car and drove away.

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CIVIL: WAR: FEARS 


... IN CHINA. 


MILITANT LEADERS 
--RIVALRY. 
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POWERS’ WARNING, 


—-— o-—- — 


Domestic dissensions in China are likely to 
lead to civil war, in spite of the efforis of the 
Diplomatic Corps. 

The struggle for the mastéry of China is 
between Marshal Chang-Tso-Lin, the Governor 
of Mukden, and Genera] Wu-Pei-Fu, the dictator 
of the Centra] Provinces. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the President of the 
Southern or Canton Republic, is another power- 
ful factor. He, a Reuter message from Pekin 
announces, has reached an agreement with 
Chang-Tso-Lin, by the terms of which a national 
conference will be summoned to draw up & new 
Constitution and elect a new Parliament. 

Wu-Pei-Fu, says Chang-Tso-Lin, is the only 
obstacle to a united China. If the former does 
not fall into line, he will, fight him. 

The adherents of Wu-Pei-Fu say that they 
are willing to enter the conference if the mili- 
tary etafus quo is maintained, but Chang-Tso- 
Lin continues to send troops to the neighbour- 
hood of Pekim, where 20,000 have already 
arrived. Another 50,000 are reported to be ou 
the way from Mukden. 

Both eides are continuing strategic move- 
ments, and the battle will be for the control 
of Pekin. The. Central Government there has 
no real power, and trembles before the threats 
of both militant leaders, whom, it is said, it 
has “ bought off” from ‘Treasury funds on 
more than one occasion. 

Excitement runs high in the city, 
there has been a slight run on the Chinese 
banks. A mass meeting of townspeople was 
held to appomt a committee to secure reserve 
food supphes. 

The representatives of the Powers in China 
have presented a formal note to the Pekin 
Government pointing out that, by the Inter- 
national Protocol of 1901, a military occupation 
of Pekin, where certain small foreign dgetach- 
menis are stationed, is forbidden. 

The Pekin Government, however. can do 
nothing, but the Powers, having made their 
formal protest, may have to resort to «tern 
measures {o protect foreign interests in China 
as a whole.

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STORM-BEATEN STEAMER.

TWENTY-ONE DAYS IN THE 
ATLANTIC, 


The Donaldson Line steamer Orthia (Capiain 
Pearson),. which was nine days overdue on a 
voyage from St. John’s, N.B., for Glasgow, 
with five hundred head of cattle on board, was 
towed into Queenstown yesterday evening by 
the same company’s steamer Kastalia, which 
fell in with her in the Atlantic when her coal 
supply was exhausted and the fodder for the 
cattle nearly consumed. 

Captain Pearson reported that since leaving 
St. John’s, on March 29, for the Clyde a succe:- 
sion of gales, with high seas, was experienced, 
against which little headway could be made. 
The wind blew with great violence from the 
east for most of the time, and it, became almost 
impossible to steam against the tremendous 
easterly swell into which the Orthia phinged. 
‘ Heavy seas constatitly swept over the 
steamer'’s deck, making it very risky for the 
crew to discharge their duties. For fifteen 
days the Orthia battled against the elements 
At the end of that time her bunker coal was 
almost used up, although she was still some 
hundreds of miles west of the Irish coast, and 
the fodder for the cattle was nearly exhausted. 
As the situation had become very serious, 
Captain Pearson sent out radio messages. For- 
tunately, one of them was picked up hy the 
steamer Kastalia, of the Donaldson Line, which 
was on a voyage from Baltimore to the Clyde. 
This vessel, although within one and a half 
days’ sail of the Clyde, got into communica- 
tion with the Orthia, aud put i s«k to ber 
essistance in the Atlantic. 

The Orthia asked to be taken in tow, and the 
request was complied with, and after three 
days’ towage the Ka}talia succeeded in bring- 
ing her sister sliip. td Queenstown Harbour. 

The Orthia is now being supplied with bunker 
coal to enable her to steam to Glasgow, as 
well as a large quantity of compressed hay for 
tho cattle. The voyage, which occupied 21 
days, was the wore} that the crew ever ex- 
perienced in the Atlantic, and if the cargo, 
which, in part, consisted of grain, was not 
availeble for the cattle, their condition would 
have become very seriovs.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT, | 


. With reference to the suggestion; tmhade 
yesterday by the Trish Times,>-that a 
supplemental register might be prepated 
before the end of May, the Mimister for 
| Local’ Government (Piovisional’ Govern- 
ment) has issued the following :> 


““ Tho statutory, rules governing the prepara- 

tion of a register of clectors are contained in 
the Representation of the People Act, 1918 (par- 
ticularly in Schedule 1). Under the existing 
election laws, there does not appear to be lany 
Power, specific or implied, io prepare a register 
of equal validity, and supplemental to hat 
which came into force on the 15th February 
last. 

- It is well understood that any person whose 
mame did not appear on the electors’ lists had 
full power to make a claim during the propara- 
tion of the lists, during a specified period. The 
list of such claims is, in effect, a sapplemental 
electors’ list, and may be objected to as though, 
de jacto, it were am eleciors’ list. Jt is, hor- 
ever, vevised with, and at the same time as, the 
electors’ lists, with which it is incorperated to 
form a, register. The non-inclusion of the name 
of a person on: the final register thus arises 
from the failure of such person to avail himself 
of a statutory remedy,.or from the absence of 
the necessary qualification. 

‘" With regard to the actual preparation of 
sucli a supplemental. register, the following con-.} 
siderations have to be noted :— 

"1. The house-to-house inquiry reqiwred to he 
undertaken by colleciors of poor rate must be 
abandond. a a 

“ 2. Periods must. be fixed,. during which 
(a) claims may be made by persons whose names 
are not on the register; (b) objections may be 
lodged against persons whose names are on thet 
register onthe basis of the same qualifying 
period (see/ note following as to qualifying 
period). 

“3. Bach claim anid objection must be heard 
at revision... 
“4. There must be an honourable agreement 
by all political parties (by whom the majority 
of claims and objections’ arc made) (liut only 
obviously bona fide claims avid objections will 

odged. 
_ “5. Results at revision should be incorporated 
in standing register, which should be reprinted. 


‘EXPLANATIONS, 
TIME AND INQUTRY. 


“ As to 1,.—The time required for a hause-to- 
house inquiry and ghe printing of the electors’ 
lists is not less than ‘six weeks to be cffectire. 
This woukl be too long to admit of completion 
of the supplemental register by ihe end of May. 

“2. In the absence of the inquiry at 1, a 
period of not less than three weeks is necessary 
for objections to be made, and a week after the 
expiration of (laí time for making claims. This 
additional week is necessary for ‘Curing’ 
claims. 

“3. Unless time is allowed for inspection of 
claims under the direction of the rogistration 
officer, no claims could be safely admitted under 
Rule 21, but would necessarily require proof at 
revision.

PREMIER STATES THE CASE. 
Members of the German Delegation at Genoa 
yesterday asked for a meeting with Mr. Lieyd 
George, and Dr. Wirth and Herr Rathenay 
proceeded in the afternoon to the Villa de 
Albertis, and conferred for one and three- 
quarter hours with the British Premier. 

uring this Interview they explained their 
action with regard to Russia, and said that 
they had been terribly anxious, as they did 
not know what was happening. 

Mr. Llord George replied that if they wer 
anxious, the Germans should have said so. 

Wirth made various excuses, and said 
that he realised that a very grave yiew was 
taken of the German: action by the other 
Powers, and he was much depressed by the 
ettitude taken up by the Conference. 

Mr. Lloyd George then pointed out that there 
were only two alternatives—cither Germany 
must withdraw from the Treaty with Russie, 
ar the German delegates must withdraw from 
the first Commission. It was not desired to 
penalise the Germans, but if they insisted on 
the agreement they could have no part. in the 
negotiations with Russia.

Further details of this interview are supplied 
by the correspondent of the Havas Agency, 
who says :— 

The Germans have approached certain dele- 
gations with a view to inducing them to re- 
verse the decreo of exclusion pronounced 
against Germany.

The latter endeavoured to explain thai the 
Allies had been: informed be‘orehand of the in- 
tention of Berlin to conclude an agreement 
with the Soviet Government, but when he was 
pressed to indicate to what representative or 
embassy the information had been given, Herr 
Wirth was unable to give this doire.

Either 
‘the lermfans should no longer be ddmitted to 
a participation in the discussions of the Com- 
mission on Russian affairs, or that they should 
tear up their Treaty with Russia. 

Confronted with this plain speaking, Herr 
Wirth, while stating that he regretted the

M. Poincaré received in audience this morn- 
ing several members of. Parliament, with whom 
-he conferred regarding the work at Genoa and 
the foreign situation. ‘The meeting. was ad- 
journed until the receipt of the German reply 
to the Allies’ Note. 

M. Poincare has requesied M. Dubois, the 
French representative on the Reparation Com- 
mission, to bring before the Commission offi- 
cially the judicial question presented by the 
Germano-Russian Treaty. He will also itivite 
the Allied Governments to give similar. instruc- 
tions to their delegates on the Commission. 

M. Barthou has addreesed the following mes-

NOVELTIES AT OLYMPIA 
EXHIBITION. 


A sideboard from which musical strains issue 
at will during the progress of a meal is one 
of the star exhibits of the exhibition. 

The singing sideboard is, ab first appearance, 
aimply. a handsomé piece of furniture. Two 
cupbeards are fitted up in the usual way, but 
the third conceals a gramophone instrument, 
The tray contaiming the instrument can be 
lifted out when music is required in another 
room. 

Washbasins to match the furniture of an 
artistically furnished bedroom are very modern 
in conception. One in greens and browns which 
fade into each other had been designed ¢spe- 
cially to match antique furniture. 

Metal-framed casement windows are draught- 
eliminaters, because they will not warp, and 
they help the servantiess housewife as they 
will open outwards or inwards for window- 
cleaning. 

The most revolutionary exhibits are those 
connected with the cooking of food and the 
heati of the home. The interven, for 
example, is at first by an elegant sitting- 
room fireplace. A to transforms it into a 
kitchen range, and sends the heat up to a neat 
little oven which is fixed behind the copper 
canopy. On this little range a dinner for eight 
can be comfortably cooked, radiators for heat- 
ing and a bath-tank can be attached, and all 
for the expenditure of one big coalscuttle of 
coal for the day. 

For years housewives have waited for some- 
one to turn their attention to the domestic tap, 
for example. One stand shows a tap which is 
stainless, non-tarnishing, inexpensive Gnd almost 
everlasting. It has no washer and needs none. 
The water is controlled by a simple device 
which cannot get out of order. 

There are also nursery cabinets, complete 
with linen and toy cupboards, airing racks, and 
steel tables; draught proof doors, cordless 
window sashes, and hundreds of other devices 
to make housekeeping the joy it ought to be, 
instead of the drudgery it is. 

An interesting exhibit is that of the inter 
national one pipe heater. If you happen to 
have a cellar, and £125, you can have one put 
in, and worry no more about heating problems. 
There are no radiators and no pipes, and the 
makers claim that by burning 28lb. of coke per 
day the temperature of thé whole house can be 
kept up to 75 degrees if necéssary.

REBUILDING OF SALONICA, 
a amanna 


H.M. Consul-Genera] at Salonica states that 
his attention has been drawn to schemeés for 
the rebuilding of the area in Salonica devas- 
tated by fire during the war. The present 
position is that this area has been divided into 
sites, which are already being put up for auc- 
tion, so that when the financial side of the 
scheme can be adjusted actual building may 
take place. In connection with these echemes 
H.M. Consul-General has been approached by a 
constructional engineer in Salonica, who desires 
to be placed in communication with United 
Kingdom firms dealing in building materiats 
from whom he could obtain quotations for the 
undermentionéd réquirements. The inquirer 
requests that where possible a catalogué and 
illustrated price list should be sént by any firm 
communicating with him, and the prices quoted 
should be ¢.i.f. Salonica. The materials required 
are for girders, roofing, collar lights, window 
frames, wire grilla, shutters, and central! heat- 
ing for a dwelling-house of 12 rooms, five on 
ground floor and seven on first floor.
